“The A. F. of L. Candy and Con- 
fectionery Workers’ Union, Local 
No. 24, has an industry wide con- 
tract with the candy plants in San 
Francisco, providing for a closed 
shop for production workers. It 
was signed December 18, 1939, after 
several months of negotiation by a 
rank and file committee from the 
plants. It was submitted to the 
membership who voted to accept it, 
and has until May, 1941, to run,’ 
Mr. Vandeleur said. 


TEAMSTERS' UNION

A wage increase of $1.00 a day 
was granted to 250 building mate- 
rial teamsters, all members of 
Teamsters’ Union, Local No. 70, by 
the East Bay Building Materials 
association this week.

“Hoodlums were imported to | 
march the picket line and in- 
timidate the A. F. of L. mem- 
bers into changing their affil- 
iation. Teamsters under union 
contract were threatened with 
bodily harm by the CIO hood- 
lums if they made deliveries to 
the Euclid Candy company 
plant. 

“The A. F. of L. candy makers 
disregarded the CIO threats, and 
the Euclid Candy company is oper- 
ating at normal capacity. Efforts 
of the CIO to stop deliveries by A. 
F. of L. teamsters were unsuccess- 
ful also, despite the resort to vio- 
lence,” Mr. Vandeleur said. 

To Resist CIO “Piracy” 

The CIO has launched a program 
of wholesale labor “piracy,” Mr. 
Vandeleur warned, the result of 
which can only be an avalanche of 
industrial strife. He asserted that 
it was the intention of the A. F. of 
L. to resist with all its power any 
invasion by the CIO, and predicted 
that even rank and file members of 
legitimate CIO unions would join 
with the A. F. of L. in condemning 
the program of “labor piracy.”

‘Living Wage’ Urged 
By Catholic Prelate 


The importance of a real living 
wage as a minimum for all workers 
was stressed by The Right Rev. 
Francis W. Walsh, one of the seven 
consultants of Archbishop Francis 
J. Spellman, in an address to street 
railway workers in New York. 

“The majority of those who are 
working for a living in this coun- 
try are not getting a real living 
wage,” Monsignor Walsh declared. 
He said that “all of us realize that 
American industry has been on the 
wrong track” with 10,0000,000 un- 
employed and the majority of 
workers receiving less than a liv- 
ing wage, and added that the only 
correct wage was one that was at 
least “sufficient to retain a man 
and his family in reasonable com- 
fort.”

Court Rules Against Southern California Oil Company; 
State Attorneys Handled Case 


of $10,000 which will be dis- 
tributed to the workers imme- 
diately, Carrasco said. Further 
payments are to be made at 
the rate of $1,000 a month un- 
til the balance is paid. 

“This case is one of the 
strangest in history,” said Mr. 
Carrasco, “not only because of 
the large amount involved but 
because the labor commis- 
sioner was forced to take over 
operation of the corporation in 
order to assure payment of 
current wages to the employes 
and to recover past wages due.” 
Failure to pay wages to employes 

brought the Interstate Oil corpora- 
tion before the state labor commis- 


sioner in 1925 and in 1928 it be- 
came necessary to operate the 
company to protect the workers. 


As further protection of the work- 
ers, the state labor commissioner 
secured an assignment of five 
leases held by the corporation in 
the Signal Hill district in Long 
Beach. 


President William Green has 
pledged the full aid of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor in main- 
taining and developing the United 
Automobile Workers of America, 
affiliated with the A. F. of L.

Tells Government Committee 
Progress, Not Stagnate 


Five specific suggestions for so- 
lution of unemployment problems 
were presented to the temporary 
national economic committee by 
President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor. 


Mr. Green disclosed that the fed- 
eration is now developing a “prac- 
tical program for re-employment” 
which will soon be offered to the 
country as a “realistic approach to 
our immediate problem.” This plan 
involves a ten billion dollar in- 
crease in national income. 

In his statement before the com- 
mittee which is investigating the 
replacement of men by machines in 
industry, Mr. Green refused to take 
a defeatist attitude toward such 
technological changes. He declared: 
“It is being said in many quar- 
ters that America as a nation has 
stopped to grow; with no frontiers, 
with no new markets, with a pop- 
ulation growing at a relatively slow 
rate, we must resign ourselves to 
the fate of economic stagnation. I 
cannot accept this defeatist phil- 
osophy because to me it seems not 
only false in fact but also treason- 
able to our entire American heri- 
tage.” 

Mr. Green then presented the fol- 
lowing program: 

“1. More complete and detailed 
facts are needed especially on em- 
ployment, wages, hours, labor costs, 
and productivity in order to en- 
able us to understand changing 
conditions.

FEDERAL JURY 
DROPS CASE 
AGAINST TEAMSTERS 


The government’s first criminal 
case against a labor union under 
the anti-trust laws ended in fed- 
eral district court this week in a 
directed verdict of not guilty for 
four union officials. 


Justice F. Dickinson Letts, after 
hearing the justice department 
present its case against the officers 
of the A. F. of L. teamsters’ union, 
directed the jury to return a ver- 
dict of not guilty. The directed 
verdict was asked by the defense. 


Letts said his action was based 
on a finding that the prosecution 
had failed to establish criminal in- 
tent on the part of the union and 
its officers to violate the anti- 
trust laws which prohibit unlawful 
combinations and conspiracies in 
restraint of trade. 


The teamsters’ union was in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury 
early last fall on charges of having 
restrained public and private build- 
ing construction in the District of 
Columbia in the course of an al- 
leged jurisdictional dispute with 
the international union of operat- 
ing engineers. 


HIGH BUILDING LABOR 
COSTS CANARD DENIED 


Building trades workers would 
“grab” a minimum $1,500 annual 
wage if it could be guaranteed to 
them, Daniel W. Tracy, president 
of the international brotherhood of 
electrical workers, told the South- 
western Labor Conference in Dal- 
las. 


Mr. Tracy pointed out that the 
average annual wage of building 
trades workers is about $1,100. This, 
he declared, is a direct refutation 
of claims that high labor costs re- 
tard building activity. 

Praising the co-operation of the 
local unions which helped to make 
the conference a_ success, Mr. 
Tracy said that the regional con- 
ferences sponsored by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor were pro- 
viding a strong stimulus to organ- 
ization work and bringing about 
better coordination in the legisla- 
tive activities of unions.

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Randolph Renounces Negro Congress 
For Taking Aid from Reds and Ci0 


A. Philip Randolph, gifted negro 
leader, repudiated the national ne- 
gro congress and refused re-elec~ 
tion as its president because the 
organization accepted financial aid 
from the communist party and the 
CIO. 


Mr. Randolph, who is president 
of the brotherhood of sleeping car 
porters, an A. F. of L. affiliate, 
warned the national negro congress 
that it would surrender control of 
its policies and affairs to the com- 
munists and the CIO if it continued 
to accept help from them. 

In confirmation of this warning, 
the negro congress proceeded be- 
fore adjourning to adopt a resolu- 
tion condemning President Roose- 
velt and the “imperialistic war,” a 
direct echo of communist party 
propaganda. 

Furthermore, the congress sur- 
rendered its enone ane by vot- 


ing, over the opposition of Mr. Ran- 
dolph, to enter into a political alli- 
ance with the CIO non-partisan 
league. 

These actions, Mr. 
dicted, would split the “mass ac- 
tion of this congress.” His attitude 
was fully endorsed by Cornelius 
Maiden, negro A. F. of L. organ- 
izer in the south, who condemned 
the policy of the congress and re- 
signed. 


$500,000 Back Pay Won 
By Wage Administration 


The wages and hours administra- 
tion reported an increasing use of 
injunctions and criminal prosecu- 
tions to force employer compliance 
with the law. Back-wage restitu- 
tion growing out of litigation over 
the payment of sub-minimum 
wages, the agency said, had aggre- 
gated more than $500,000. 

In the last six months 231 civil 
suits and eighty-eight criminal 
cases had been filed. 

Injunctions totaling 208 have 
been granted out of the 231 cases 
filed. Fifty employers pleaded guilty | 
to indictments charging violations | 
of the law and were assessed $266,- | 
862 in fines.

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“Reds” Upset Negro Congress 


Movement Under Way in All Parts of U. S. 


The third annual meeting of the national negro congress 
broke up in a row last week after communists had “horned in’ 
and taken charge of the proceedings. 


President A. Phillip Randolph, head of the A. F. of L. sleep- 
ing car porters’ union, and fighting warrior and crusader for the 
colored people, resigned after bitterly denouncing convention 
action censuring the Roosevelt administration, voicing sym- 
pathy for Soviet Russia and forming a political alliance with 
the ClO-labor’s non-partisan league. 

Randolph viciously denounced the communists when he said: 


“The negroes cannot afford to add to the handicap of 
being black the handicap of being ‘red.’ 

“The communists, primarily and fundamentally, are not 
concerned about the negro or labor in America, except to 
use them in consolidating the position of the soviet union 
in world affairs. 

“The communists have wrecked our movement just as 
they wrecked the youth congress.” 

It seems to this newspaper that a well planned movement is 
under way by those representing the Russian government in 
America today, to gain a strangle hold on the negro people. 

These ‘‘reds’’ are throwing out ‘‘false’’ promises to the negro 
people; promises that will eventually inflame the negroes and 
cause them to get into serious difficulty. 

The program is well “oiled” ... for in Oakland we have 
witnessed a part of the communist ‘trickery.’ The “reds” have 
moved into West Oakland with “hook, line and sinker.” They 
are promising the colored people something that is absolutely 
impossible to get; they have used the soviet method of ‘‘inflam- 
ing’ the negro people into believing they are entitled to jobs 
now held by white workers. 

“Tt is a well planned scheme of the communists.’ 

Communists are leading the parade .. . although they never 
admit it, they are behind the scene. Communists are speaking 
from a loud speaking system installed on a truck... inflaming 
the negro people! 

Randolph knew what he was talking about when he opposed 
his people affiliating with such a group. He knew too well what 
the results would be by accepting the communist-CIO program. 

Here in Oakland the CIO makes no effort to conceal their 
identity . . . the negroes picketing ‘union establishments’ were 
wearing CIO buttons; the CIO has given their undivided sup- 
port to them. 

All a big “well planned, well oiled” program of the CIO- 
communist party which will end just as Randolph predicted 

..in tragic results for the negro people.” 


Congressman Flays Lewis 


Representative Mitchell (D., Ill.) the only negro member of 
congress, deploring communistic activities among his race said: 

“Subversive influences are at work among the negroes. Com- 
munists are trying to disrupt the good feelings between the two 
races in this country. Designing white men are trying to use the 
negro as a tool against the government.” 

He concluded: 

“TI wish to go on record as thoroughly disapproving the appeal 
made to the negro at this national negro congress by the labor 
leader, John L. Lewis. It is my opinion that John L. Lewis is the 
most dangerous leader in America today, and it is his desire to 
change our form of government and to establish a dictatorship 
in America.”

The bill increases the maximum 
benefits payable from $3,000 to 
$5,000, and also extends the hospi- 
talization period to a full year.
